Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-18 and 21-23 are allowed. The following is an exammer's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art of record does not disclose a process for fixed bed sweetening of 
petroleum distillates using a dichloro- or dibromo- cobalt or iron phthalocyanine as a catalyst 
which comprises impregnating the catalyst on an activated charcoal bed by circulating an 
alcoholic alkaline solution of the catalyst through said activated charcoal bed until a colourless 
solution is obtained in the effluent.
